Country spirits shall be free from colouring matter except spiced country spirit which may contam per¬ 
mitted natural colours. It shall also be free from dirt, other foreign matter or any ingr edient injurious to health, 
methyl alcohol, chloral hydrate, paraldehyde, ammonium chloride, pyridine and diazopam. 

The ethyl alochol content shall be between 19.9 to 42.8 percent by volume (67-25 degrees under proof) 
at 15/15° c.
